MAYORS ARE FIRM 
IN PLACING RELIEF 
COSTS AT OTTAWA 


© Montreal 
Reform is Only Key to Problem, and Re- 


covery Measures Deemed National Duty 


MONTREAL, March 26, — Representative mayors 
from the nine Canadian provinces last night, over a coast- 
to-coast commission hookup, discussed the unemployment 
relief problem and its relation to municipal finance. 

Mayor McGeer, who heads the finance committee, 
urged a new deal in financial administration. 

“Unfortunately,” he said, “neither provincial nor 
municipal government has any jurisdiction in the realms 
of banking and finance.” People were not unwilling to 
work, but those who should put them to work found them- 
Selves without financial means. ‘Our troubles are due to 
a shortage of liquid capital.” 


Financing Progress 
Is National Duty 


Cost of unemployment relief, added to the burden of 
depression, “now threatens our municipal and provincial 
political structures with bankruptcy,” he said. The prob- 
lem of financing progress was a national responsibility. 

“It is the duty of the national government to main- 
tain a sound and practical monetary system that will at 
all times provide national, provincial and municipal gov- 
ernments with the means of financing all public works, 
public enterprise and social service at cost. This does not 
mean uncontrollable inflation, the nationalization of our 
merchant banks or the socialization of private finance. 


Only Key Is 
Monetary Reform 


“Only by the national control of our monetary system 
‘an we find the way to eliminate unemployment and restore 
progress. With that accomplished, the regulation of the 
rate of progress, the control of the volume of production 
the maintainance of a more equitable distribution of 
wealth, the advancement of social justice, the regulation 
of internal commerce and all other kindred problems will 
become matters of practical administration. Until we solve 
our monetary problems all other efforts to eliminate un 
employment will prove useless and futile.” 

“MAYOR HOUDE HOST 

The speeches stressed that chief 
magistrates from Halifax to 
toria, gathered here for a two-day 
conference, wished to arrive at some 
solution of the problems of direct 
relief and municipal finance. 

No gathering since confederation 
was so momentous as the present 
one, declared Mayor Houde, as he 
opened the addresses. “We feel,” he 
stated, “we are beginning a new 
page in Canadian uistory.” 

Belief it was “fully realized in 
| most official quarters that the mun-

den” of unemployment relief was 
expressed by Mayor Simpson.
